it wasn’t easy — it took part of two 
nights, with a cooling-off period in between 
— but annual town meeting this week ap- 
proved the Reuse Committee’s plans to 
recycle East Junior High School, a plan that 
had the unanimous approval of town offi- 
cials. 

The two-part reuse proposal (Article 11) 
managed to live up to its advance billing as 
the liveliest topic on this year’s annual 
agenda. 

Voters approved Part A of the article 
with little hesitation Monday night. That 
vote authorized the town manager, with the 
selectmen’s approval, to solicit developers’ 
proposals for the development of East Ju- 
nior High’s east and west wings, Town Hall, 
the Theatre Building, the Shawsheen 
School, and Memorial Hall Library. 

The reuse committee sees the junior high 
wings used for combined town and school

offices and senior citizens’ housing. They 
would like to see what developers might 
have in mind for the other municipal build- 
ings, which (with the exception of the li- 
brary) would be left vacant if town and 
school offices moved into East 

Future town meetings will have the op- 
tion of accepting or rejecting those devel- 
opers’ proposals. 

But Article 11 hit a snag with Part B, 
which asked voters to appropriate $3.5 mil 
lion to rehabilitate East Junior High, to be 
paid with a bond issue. The article specified 
town or school buildings would be 
sold or leased to developers without further 
meeting approval 

When discussion of that proposal began to 
veer out of control as the hour neared 11 
Monday night, Selectman William Daltor 
moved to adjourn the meeting 

And at 8:30 Tuesday night, in a 
two-thirds of the voters approved 
Part B with a standing vote of 341

Spiegel introduced the article at 9:45 Mon- 
day night. He explained that the east and 
west wings of the school would be turned 
over to the town this summer; the school 
department will no longer need the wings’ 
when Doherty Junior High, now under con- 
struction, opens its doors in the fall of 1983 
(Memorial Auditorium, where town meet- 
ing took place, will be used as part of the 
new junior high.) 

Architects and planners hired by the 
reuse committee found the EJH wings to be 
‘‘structurally sound’’ and suitable for town 


and school offices, Spiegel said. The admin- 
istrative offices could share some services, 
such as a computer room. And 191 parking 
spaces would be added around the school, 
he indicated. 

According to architects’ estimates, Spie- 
gel said, the junior high wings could be 
renovated for $3.26 million dollars. The 
remaining $240,000 in Part B of the article 
would fund plans to expand the library. 

The bond issue would not increase the tax 
rate because it would replace existing debts 
that are being paid off, Spiegel said, rather 
than adding to the town’s debt expenses 
And the bond would not exceed the limits of 
Proposition 2%. 

Without the bond issue, the two wings 
would have to be torn down, probably by the 
fall, the chairman said, because they would 
be left vulnerable to vandalism and without 
heat next winter. 

The selectmen, Planning Board and Fi- 
nance Committee offered their unanimous 
approval of Article 11 

Laurence Gross of Shawsheen Road 
moved to amend Part A to delete Town Hal! 
from the proposal. Town Hall is ‘‘a symbol 
of the presence of our town government in 
the midst of the businegs district,’’ he told 
the voters. 

“It refieets something very special about 
Andover. I don’t wan: to be known as part of 
the group that sold Town Hall — we’re not 
going to feel very good about it.”’ 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony replied 
that town officials have ‘‘no intentions t 
sell Town Hall. We do want to look at all the 
options that we have 

Gross’ motion was defeated, and Part A 
passed with a simple rnajority vote 

Appropriating $3.5 million under Part B 
gave voters more pause. Former selectman 
James Abramson of Kathieen Drive said he 
was ‘‘somewhat amazed’’ that voters were 
being asked to spend that money on ‘‘pie-in- 
the-sky’’ developers’ proposals, without 
seeing the proposals first 

And while the appropriation might not 
raise the tax rate, it would still cest taxpay- 
ers money, he added, because without it, 
the tax rate would probably decrease as 
existing debts were paid off 

Richard Katz of Phillips Street suggested 
that the town take more time to consider 
recycling the building. ‘‘Why must we tear 
down the wings””’ he asked. ‘‘Why can’t we

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A Treasure Trove Can Be 
Found In Barn Museum 


By Virginia Lopez Begg 


Few of us have access to grandma’s attic any- 
more, but all of us are invited to explore the next 
best thing, the Barn Museum of the Andover Histor- 
ical Society, opening for the season Sunday, May 2, 
from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. 

The Barn Museum is a treasure trove of everyday 
articles from 19th century Andover. Apple parers 
and spinning wheels, fire buckets and high-wheeled 
bicycles, stoneware splashed with blue decorations 
and guess-what-this-was-for tool collection are only 
a few of the items guaranteed to appeal to everyone 
from children to antique collectors. 

Housed in the original carriage house/barn of the 
Amos Blanchard House, built in 1818-19, the thou- 
sands of items on display are arranged in a careful, 
but casual way. Without the hushed atmosphere of 
more formal museums, the Barn Museum nonethe- 
less pictures life in the last century through its 
organization of objects by category. 

These categories illustrate the story of daily life 
in New England before engines and electricity and 
include farming, making cloth and clothing, tools 
for building and carpentry, cooking and food prepa- 
ration, heating and lighting, and the life of children. 
In addition, there are numerous objects which defy 
such categorization, such as the 1829 fire-fighting 
pumper from Ballardvale or the small group of 
Indian artifacts. 

Every object has a story to tell. The old foot 
warmers, for example, were filled with burning 
embers and carried to church, called ‘‘meeting’’ 
until well into the 19th century, before most church- 
es had stoves. Indeed, the introduction of stoves to 
churches caused a raging battle in some New En- 
gland parishes, and stove and anti-stove parties 
were formed. Both footwarmers and stoves are on 
view at the Barn Museum. 

The bicycle that is tersely titled the ‘“‘bone-crush- 
er,’ the collection of lfat irons that bespeak an 
endless, tedious task before the age of either elec- 
tricity or polyester, and the doll carriages che- 
rished by an earlier generation of little girls in 
Andover—all of these and more will fascinate visi- 
tors ‘

From Early Childhood

Childhood music lessons. How many of us 
remember being dragged to the music tea- 
cher each week, practicing as little as pos- 
sible between lessons, being bored by the 
whole enterprise? 

Not Michael Finegold. As a nine-year-old, 
he walked off a New York City street and 
into a music studio under his own steam, 
asking for lessons. He recalls that the mu- 
sic teacher, sounding like a truant officer, 
called his parents to ask, ‘‘Do you know 
your son is here?’’ 

No one had to push Finegold into a musi- 
cal life, a life of teaching, playing, compos- 
ing, listening. ‘‘It seems my life has been a 
continuation” of that childhood impetus, he 
notes. ‘But it’s a little different out in the 
real world.” 

The Lavender Hill Lane resident (an And- 
over resident for the past three years) 
plays flute, saxophone and clarinet. He is 
coordinator of music at Northern Essex 
Community College in Haverhill, and offers 
private lessons in his home 

As a performer, he moves from classical 
flute recitals to ‘‘society dance music’’ with 
Boston’s Bo Winiker Orchestra to summer 
musicals at the North Shore Music Theatre 
in Beverly 

“IT always considered myself somewhat 
of a versatile musician, a renaissance musi- 
cian,’’ Finegold says. ‘‘I would have to say 
I’m at home in different areas (of music) — 
I don’t have a preference 

‘‘What I like best at the moment is jazz 
saxophone, because I have a concert com- 
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ing up,”’ he explains. ‘“‘But while I was 


preparing for the Northern Essex concert 
(held earlier this month), then what I liked 
best was classical flute music.’ 

The soft-spoken Finegold, dressed in a 
professorial corduroy jacket, sits in his 
Studio in the basement of his home, ‘‘my 
special place.’’ 

Small and sunlit, the room is filled with 
the evidence of his work: a piano, a music 
stand, shelves filled with music texts and

attracted to the sound of the flute. The 
sound was really haunting, and at the same 
time very sensuous. It’s an entrancing kind 
of instrument 

Of course, he also liked ‘‘to kid around 
with the girls who played the flute’’ in the 
school orchestra that was probably a 
reason, too,”’ he admits 


After moving to the Boston area several 
years ago, Finegold became a music in- 
structor at Northern Essex (later to be- 
come an assistant professor and eventually 
music coordinator). He also started work- 
ing as a doubler for shows on pre-Broadway 
tryouts at the Shubert Theatre in Boston. 

He has given that up (although recently 
he played for ‘‘Little Johnny Jones,” star- 
ring Donny Osmond, and still plays for 
summer theatre) because it *‘got to be too 
time-consuming.”’ Finegold says he enjoys 
show music, “but you’re only an accompan- 
ist, down in the pit, with maybe an occa- 
sional solo. The music is not all that 
rewarding or adventurous — it’s kind of 
tame.” 

He is more interested in music like 
‘Songs Without Words,’’ written for a solo 
flute by Reading composer Thomas McKin- 
ley. ‘‘That is a very challenging piece to 
play. I like to know what the instrument is 
capable of doing, and certain commercial 
music does not challenge the instrument 

To illustrate, he plays a tape of the Mc- 
Kinley music. Not a conventional melody 
the piece consists of isolated, almost tenta- 
tive notes. ‘‘Certain music is about 75 years 
ahead of the public,” Finegold notes. ‘‘New 
things have to be gradually absorbed into 
the culture.’ 

He has played the flute for a number of 
symphony orchestras, including the Lowell 
Opera Company, and the saxophone for the 
New Haven Symphony and the Newton 
Symphony. But in recent years he can be 
found most often playing for the popular 
Winiker Orchestra, every weekend and 
Wednesday night at the Parker House in 
Boston 

‘As a flautist, there’s just so much work 
around,” he points out. ‘‘Not eveyone can 
be in the Boston Symphony Orchestra. Em- 
ployment is much greater with the saxo- 
phone.”’ 


The Winiker family orchestra plays ‘‘a

And yet he has noticed that the students 
who do choose to major in music today, and 
are planning careers in music, ‘‘are more 
serious than they used to be. I enjoy teach- 
ing my students at Northern Essex. They're 
a very good bunch.”’ 

He teaches children and adults in private 
lessons as welt (including all of Wilmington 
High School’s saxophone students, current- 
y all girls) — and admits he likes teaching 
adults best because they are more moti- 
vated than children 

‘Kids nowadays don’t practice as much 
aS [ remember I practiced,”’ he says. ‘‘They 
need to practice at least a half-hour a day. I 
used to practice several hours a day, be 
cause I enjoyed it. It seems like kids are 
very busy today

He remembers, laughing, that one of his 
early music teachers kept this saying 
framed, on a wall: ‘If you abandon music 
music will abandon you 

Finegold earned his undergraduate de- 
gree aS a pre-dental student. And, from 
time to time, he has thought of becoming a 


‘financial planner — doing something total- 
ly different 


But those thoughts have never taken hold. 
“I don’t think I'll ever do anything except 
music. | hope not to ever retire. Music you 
can always take with you, at any age, to 
read about, to listen to, to play, to com- 
pose 

Still, there are times when he has enough 
of music. That’s when he escapes into gar- 
dening. or reading Nathaniel Hawthorne, or 
just “‘mundane things, chores. Music at 
times is a very rarified atmosphere. You 
can t breathe in it teo long each day.” 

Which leaves one question: is Michael 
Finegold a flutist, or a flautist? Both are 
correct, the professor says. “‘Flautist’’ is 
the older word, dating back to provincial

In Senior Project At Pingree 


Forty-three seniors returned to the Pin- 
yree School in South Hamilton after partici- 
pating in the Senior Project program which 
began February 16. The Senior Project is a 
four-week program where a student who is 
in good academic standing and has pre- 
sented a strong project proposal is granted 
the privilege of working fulltime, usually 
off campus, on the project he/she has de- 
vised. Projects include both academic and 
non-academic. Many projects involve inde- 
pendent study and/or involvement in local 
community service groups.

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‘‘We’ll Do The Best We Can

he specifics of the school budget had 
already been discussed before town meet- 
ing convened this week. 

The Andover School Committee had made 
its cuts in accordance with Proposition 2’. 
It was simply up to townspeople to approve 
or reject the $12.9 million bottom-line fig- 
ure, given the 58-42 split in appropriations 
between the school department and general 
government. 

No one knew better than Schools Superin- 
tendent Dr. Kenneth Seifert what the im- 
pact of school budget cuts would be next 
year and in future years. 

‘“‘We’ll do the best that we can.with what- 
ever resources we have,’’ he said Tuesday. 
‘‘We still have a very good school system.” 

But he noted that parents should realize 
that cuts have been made — cuts that will 
affect service. In fact, Seifert pointed to a 
“gradual erosion” in the level of service 
over the past three to four years, creating 
differences in the school system that may 
not be noticed by some people, because of 
the gradual nature of the trend. 

He noted that elementary schools have 
been closed two years in a row and that in 
the past few years, class sizes have crept 
up, making it more difficult to provide 
individual attention to students. 

Now Propesition 2% is here, and 17 teach- 
ers have been cut from the school budget 
(23 all together, including those cut due to 
declining enrollment). 

“This year, it’s a little more pro- 
nounced,’’ Seifert said, ‘‘and that’s a trend 
that has its cost.’’ 

The superintendent explained that Propo- 
sition 2% affects all aspects of the school 
system, but he noted that schools can’t be 
closed ‘and staff cut ‘‘without real trauma”’ 
in the system. 

‘‘We really have to have stability from a 
staff standpoint,’’ he said, adding that he 
was ‘‘very pleased’ with the way school 
staff has handled the situation. 

The answer to Proposition 2%2-related 
problems, explained Seifert, is perhaps a 
different tax structure. 

“It’s a shame, because of an archaic tax 
structure, we end up in this bind,’’he said. 

The superintendent noted that he under- 
stands the situation of the elderly and those 
on fixed income. He said it’s the tax struc- 
ture that’s hitting so hard in localities, and 
he predicted ‘‘difficult times ahead’’ until 
that tax structure is changed 

One issue contested by some at town 
meeting was the traditional 58-42 split in

appropriations between the school depart- 
ment and general government.This year, 
Proposition 2%, com¥fined with the school 
building program, took a large bite out of 
school funds. 

But Seifert said this year was not the 
time to change the 58-42 formula, maintain- 
ing it would have been ‘inappropriate’ to 
do so. 

“That's been an agreement through the 
town and schoo! department,’ he ex- 
plained. ‘“‘You have to live under what 
you've agreed to.”’ 

But the superintendent noted that the 
finance committee and selectmen are 
scheduled to discuss the funding formula 
for future years, and he said he would like 
to see new alternatives explored. 

Seifert explained that the general govern- 
ment could sooner or later suffer from the 
formula if it should someday have a large 
project to fund, as the school department 
has this year.

Anticipating The ‘Choppers,’ 
Voters Regulate Heliports 


nticipating that some Andover indus- 
tries might be interested in adding heliports 
to their properties, town meeting Monday 
night voted to strengthen the town’s zoning 
requirements for heliports, approving Arti- 
cle 9. 

Planning Board member Margaret 
Bradshaw explained that Andover’s exist- 
ing zoning bylaw already allowed heliports 
in all business and industrial districts. One 
heliport already exists, at the Sheraton- 
Rolling Green on Lowell Street, she said. 

But the Zoning Board of Appeals thought 
the town might want to tighten up its heli- 
port requirements after Digital Equipment 
Corp. indicated it was interested in building 
a heliport in Andover, she said. (Digital has 
since abandoned those plans, according to 
Community Development and Planning Di- 
rector Jonathan Gilmere. ) 

The amendment proposed by the planners 
describes criteria for heliports, seeking to 
co trol noise and air pollution in residential 
or ‘“‘noise-sensitive’’ areas (such as rest 
homes and schools). The bylaw was left

‘We feel strongly that the Zoning Board 
of Appeals can more than adequately pro- 
tect the interests of Andover residents’’ 
under the proposed amendment, she added. 

Bradshaw pointed out that the town has 
no power to regulate helicopter flights, 
landings or take-offs in Andover — that is 
up to the Federal Aviation Adminigtration 
— but only to regulate land use for heli- 
ports. 

Robert Desmarais of River Road ob- 
jected to the bylaw, because he said heli- 
copters are noisy and dangerous. Saying 
‘hat heliports in the West Andover Industri- 
al Tech Park would ‘‘seriously effect the

Retired Teacher 
Honored For Church, 
Community Service

She always has and will be a woman of 
strong conviction 

Compelled by what she calls ‘insatiable 
curiosity,’ Adeline Wright, 41 Bancroft 
Road, puts it this way, ‘‘I’m a doer. I’m not 
one that ponders and ponders and ponders. 
If I think something is right, I’ll stand up 
for it.”’ 

And at 71 years-old, there’s no stopping 
her. 

The former Andover school teacher for 39 
years and member of the local Unitarian 
Universalist Church (UU) was recently 
awarded the Mass. Bay District Unsung UU 
Award for outstanding service to her 
church and community. 

‘‘Nothing has been done,”’ explained long- 

stime friend Margaret Soli of Reading, ‘‘that 
Adeline hasn’t been involved with.”’ 

Her experience as a first-grade teacher 
at the Central (later the Doherty) and the 
Bancroft Schools helped to get her in touch 
with issues both in and out of the commu- 
nity. 

Because‘! taught first-grade,’’ Adeline 
said, ‘‘I did a lot of community things, like 
civil rights, Junior Garden Club, and I vol- 
unteer at the Museum of Science (in Bos- 
“ton).”’ 

She helped start the Andover Citizens for 
Equal Opportunities, a group which finan- 
cially supported the efforts of a black civil 
rights worker in Mississippi who organized 
voter registration, aided the sick and even- 
tually lost her job in a meatpacking plant 
because of her activities, according to 
Wright 

“She was a great person,’ Wright ex- 
plained. ‘‘I don’t think we know what pover- 
ty is up here.”’ 

Wright was also active in the anti-war 
movement against the Vietnam War 

We picketed, we marched, and we gave 
money,’’ she said. ‘‘I don’t think we had any 
business being over there. We were lied to, 
and our economy is still suffering from that 
Vietnamese War 

‘I’m against war, period. Seems to me, 
there’s a better way of solving things 

Her opinions were not always welcome in 
Andover. She said she experienced no real 
arguments, ‘‘just the silent treatment —but 
that didn’t bother me 

She’s still speaking out 

ON NUCLEAR POWER: She's against it 
An advocate of solar and wood power, she 

aid, ‘‘To me, over and over, we have done 
things without looking to see what’s going 
to happen. I think we’ve got to do some hard 
thinking before we go into new areas and 
start it.’ 

(‘N ABORTION:She’s ‘‘pro-choice | 
think every child has a right to be wanted,’ 
Wright explained. ‘‘A woman’s body is her 
own. I taught just long enough to see so 
many children coming through that were

not wanted. The problems are just mount- 
ing and mounting.’ 

ON ERA (Equal Rights Amendment): “‘I 
think if the women want it, they should have 
it,”’she said, although she has personally 
done quite well without ERA. ‘I’ve bought 
two houses,”’ she noted, explaining she nev- 
er had a problem ‘‘as long as I had the 
money to make the downpayment.” She 
also raised two sons, Frank and Jack, and 
has five gandchildren — Glenn, 14, Denise, 
17, Bryan, 15, Eric, 13, and Heather, 11 

Mrs~Wright is currently a member of the 
own recycling committee, and she follows 
town government elesely. She favors a rep- 
resentative town meeting form of govern- 
ment. 

By speaking out and following up on the 
things she believes in, Adeline Wright will 
continue to serve her community and 
church — a church proud to have her.

Town meeting was in a positive frame of 
mind Tuesday night. Or maybe it was just 
that Moderator James Doherty, deter- 
mined to wrap up the meeting in two nights, 
didn’t give anybody enough time to think 
negatively. 

Whatever the reason, voters. whirled 
through more than 30 articles Tuesday 


night at Memorial Auditorium, voting to 


approve almost all of them. 

They said yes, unanimously, to a $1 mil- 
lion appropriation to replace the Riverina 
Road sewage pumping station (Article 43). 
Officials pointed out that the station is 
nearly 60 years old. And state and federal 
Environmental Protection Agency funds 
will pay for most of the project, with feder- 
al funding scheduled to begin in 1984. 

They said yes to a $50,000 appropriation to 
pay for a new master plan for the town 
(Article 34). Planning Board Chafrman Da- 
vid Gravallese said the town’s master plan 
has not been updated since 1965, and a 
revised plan would be the foundation of 
‘continued sound planning.” 

They said yes to a $35,000 appropriation to 
fill the cracks, resurface and install new 


Other articles approved with little or no 
discussion Tuesday night, as the moderator 
urged speakers to keep their remarks brief 
— or, sometimes, to skip the remarks alto- 
gether — were: 

e Article 17, approving pay for town em- 
ployees who serve in the military reserves 
(Col. Edward Harris, the selectman who 
moved the article, joked, ‘‘In case anybody 
is suspicious of this, I’m not involved.’’)

The east and west wings of East Junior High could provide 
‘rather a magnificent municipal center,”’ said Reuse Com- 
mittee Chairman Lawrence Speigal after approval of a 
complex town meeting article to recycle the building and 
solicit developers’ proposals for the reuse of Town Hall, the 
Theatre Building and Shawsheen School upon the centraliza- 
tion of town and school offices. 

That article, which appropriated $3.5 million, to be paid 
with bond issue, also included provision for expansion of 
Memorial Hall Library. 

‘“‘We’re talking about something kind of classy,’’ explained 
Speigal. ‘‘It could be a very exciting time. It’s a very 
creative thing.”’ 

He said work will begin next week putting together devel- 
opers’ packets and possibly starting the process of picking 
architects. 

The wings of East Junior High will no longer be needed 


when Doherty Junior High, now under construction, opens in 


fall of 1983. 

The reuse article, however, ran into some problems on the 
floor of town meeting. 

‘So often, town meeting wants to put things off,’ Speigal 
said. “‘You can’t put things off. The reality is these buildings 
exist. They’re going to be empty, and there’s no provision for 
“ae 

The costs of the recycling project wiil not affect the tax 
rate due to the retirement of prior bonds. Savings are 
expected through the combining of town and school offices 
And as for the Town Hall, the Theatre Building and the 
Shawsheen School, which would be vacated, proposals for 
private investment will be considered which would be advan- 
tageous to the town beyond the benefit of property tax 
revenue 

Private investment in government properties is attractive 
and mutually beneficial in light of 1982 tax code changes, 
rehab tax credits and accelerated depreciation. Historic 
landmark designation and CARD revenue bonds would offer 
additional town control over building rehab and use 

For people not in the business of real estate transactions 
Speigal said, ‘‘It’s a difficult concept to understand.’ 

Some concern was expressed at town meeting to see 
specific proposals for town hall and the other buildings 
before voting to approve the entire reuse article. 

Speigal said specifics could not be provided at this stage 
and that it is better to wait to see what the needs of the town 
will be in two years. He said the Shawsheen School, for 
example, could possibly be utilized for senior citizen hous- 
ing, yet there might be a need for another school at that 
time 

‘We need maximum flexibility,’’ explained Speigal 

Other matters also made passage of the reuse article 

somewhat sticky 
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Speigal said the school department feared they might have 
to pick up the cost of the bond. Some people drew back at the 
idea of undertaking such a project while so many cuts, such 
as teacher lay-offs, are being made in other areas of the 
school system, he said, and some citizens were concerned 
about the ‘‘misconception” that the East Junior High wings 
were not safe. 

Speigal explained that certain safety standards must be 
met for use as a school, while less rigid standards come into 
play if the buildings are to be used for town offices. 
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Tax Model Debated But Voters 
Approve $29.8M Town Budget 


Despite a call to send town officials back 
to the drawing board with their fiscal 1983 
budget, annual town meeting Monday night 
approved that $29.8 budget, which includes 
a $12.9 million school budget. 

A roughly hour-long discussion of the 
school budget evolved into a controversy 
over the town’s tax model, which splits all 
town expenses and revenues into 58 percent 
on the school side and 42 percent on the 
town side. 

Because it also assigns the expense of 
town projects to the town budget and of 
school projects to the school budget, the 58- 
42 split puts the burden of the $13 million 
school building project solely on.the school 
department. 

So while the town-side budget of approxi- 
mately $14.5 million represents a five per- 
cent increase over fiscal ‘82 — still 
remaining within the limits of Proposition 
22 -- the school budget has been cut by 
eight percent, $1 million less than its cur- 
rent level, to absorb debt expense on the 
building project. 

The most dramatic result of that budget 
cut may be the loss of 17 teachers (along 
with another six teachers who would have 
been laid off anyway due to declining enroll-

ments). An additional 13 school employees, 
including clerks and custodians, will also 
lose their jobs. 

James Livingston of Lincoln Circle said 
he did not ‘‘understand where our priorities 
are’’ because the town is ‘‘letting go 17 good 
teachers needed in this town’ while the 
town-side budget is going up. 

Town officials, he said, are treating the 
school department ‘‘like a foreign body — 
it’s like Britain and Argentina.” 

Livingston moved to reject the entire 
town and school budget, Article 4 on the 
town meeting warrant, and send town offi- 
cials back to work out a new tax model. 
They could then resubmit the budget at a 
later special town meeting, he added. Seve- 
ral voters called out a second to the motion 
from the audience 

But Moderator James Doherty rejected 
the motion, after Town Counsel Alfred Dan- 
iels ruled that it was out of order. Daniels 
pointed out that town meeting had already 
approved five accounts in the town budget. 

However, town meeting veteran Thayer 
Warshaw of Clark Road (who introduced 
himself as ‘‘the town pest’’) said, “I don’t 
consider that this split is engraved in stone 
on Mount Sinai. In future years, you might 


reconsider the split.” 

Finance Committee Chairman Ruth Dun- 
bar said town and school officials have 
already agreed to make that ‘‘the first 


order of business after town meeting.”’ 
Stephen Flashenberg of Launching Road 
had the last word on the subject, saying that

A Point Of Order Amid The Whispering Pines 


igressing from the business at hand during the opening 
session of town meeting Monday night, the moderator took a 
few minutes to discuss a subject that wasn’t even on the 
warrant: Whispering Pines Way. 

And an abutter who has fought successfully against the 
town’s acceptance of that street for more than ten years lost 
a round this time. 

Clarence Barry of Morton Street brought up the subject 
after Article 5 (funds for holiday lighting downtown) had

been approved, asking for a ‘‘point of information” on what 
he called ‘‘Article 5%.”’ 

Barry said he was one of a group of petitioners who had 
inserted an article that would require the selectmen to 
appeal a recent ruling by the county commissioners. 

In early January the commissioners instructed the town to 
accept Whispering Pines Way as a public road — overruling 
a 1981 annual town meeting vote. Last year, town meeting 
voted to reject the street. 

But the article Barry was referring to was not on the 
warrant, and he asked why not 

Town Counsel Alfred Daniels told him that the article had 
been ruled illegal before the warrant was printéd because 
under Andover’s town manager charter, only the town man 
ager can initiate litigation, with the selectmen’s approval 
That is, town meeting has no power to demand that the 
selectmen initiate litigation 

John Doyle of Reservation Road asked permission to 
‘follow up’ on Barry’s question. Doyle, an abutter of the 
street, has been fighting town acceptance of Whispering 
Pines Way for years, because he says the street pavement is 
off-center and infringes on his property 

But Moderator James Doherty said he would not allow 
Doyle to continue the discussion 

Instead, the moderator took the unusual step of reading a 
prepared statement describing the history of the street, 
Doyle’s problems with the street, the defeat of its accep- 
tance at town meeting last year, and the county commission- 
ers’ ruling. 

He explained that even though the topic was not on the 
warrant, he believed town meeting voters deserved an expla- 
nation. 

Doherty said he was ‘‘still appalled that nothing has been 
done to uphold the vote of the (1981) town meeting,’’ refer- 
ring to the selectmen’s decision to let the county ruling 
stand. The selectmen supported 15 Whispering Pines Way 


residents’ appeal to the commissioners late last year. 

Doyle returned to the microphone. attempting to argue 
against town counsel’s ruling by reading state law. The 
moderator interrupted him, saying, ‘‘You are out of order — 
I cannot let you talk on the matter.” 

But Doyle continued to speak, even after Doherty told him, 
‘‘We’re going on — I'm sorry, John.”’ Doyle did not leave the

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FinCom Retains Veto Power ‘ 


The Finance Committee’s veto power over spe- 
cial town meetings and the School Committee's 
freedom to complete their budget at their own pace 
both survived attacks during annual town meeting 
this week. 

Voters Tuesday night defeated Article 25, which 
would have eliminated the FinCom’s power over 
special town meetings. 

Article 18, which would have required the school 
committee to submit its budget to the FinCom 30 
days before the finance committee mails its annual 
report to voters, met the same fate minutes earlier. 

Article 25 was inserted by voters who had tried to 
call a special town meeting last fall to appropriate 
funds to spray against gypsy moths. 

That meeting was cancelled because the FinCom 
did not approve the proposed $200,000 appropria- 
tion, and under a bylaw enacted in 1957, special 
town meetings cannot be called on money articles 
without their approval. 

‘This bylaw is in sharp contrast to a community 
which operates under a town meeting form. of 
government, which requires special town meetings 
to give the citizens the ability to govern their own 
destiny,’’ Richard Califano of Farrwood Drive told 
town meeting, reading from a prepared statement. 

‘Without special town meetings, you are saying 
that the town meeting form of government will not 
exist in Andover, he added. 

Francis Odlum of Agawam Lane said proponents 
of the article were asking voters “to remove an 
illegitimate function of the Finance Committee.” 

And Kenneth Buck of Summer Street ‘called it 
‘‘inappropriate”’ that an eight-member appointed 
committee could ‘‘deny a town meeting.” 

Moderator James Doherty corrected Buck on one 
point, explaining that there are nine members on 
the FinCom. The moderator appoints that commit- 
tee 

Committee member Joanne Marden defended the 
bylaw as ‘‘a good law that has served the town well, 
and should be retained.”’ 

The bylaw has ‘‘attained new significance”’ since 
Prop. 22 was enacted, she added, because now for 
every increase town meeting may vote in the bud- 
get, a matching cut must be made somewhere else, 
to accomodate a fixed ‘‘bottom line.”’ 

Selectman Donn Byrne said the selectmen also 
opposed the article, because it would hurt the 
iown’s system of ‘“‘checks and balances. Special 
town meetings,”’ he said, ‘‘can only take money 
from future years.” 

eng er Warshaw of Clark Road added that since 

2 has put a limit on the te limit on the town budget, ° “there is no 
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more room for anybody to ask for extra funds. The 
autonomy of the town meeting has been limited 
very greatly, and not merely at special town meet- 
ings. 

Califano called references to Proposition 2% ‘‘a 
bunch of hogwash. There are funds to take care of 
what needs to be done. Let the people decide to put 
more money in the budget for next year if they want 
io; 

Article 18 drew less discussion. Donald Micheli- 
nie of Lowell Street moved the question, amending 
the school budget deadline in the original article 
from 45 days before the finance committee report 
is mailed, to 30 days. ‘ 

The article was intended to give townspeople 
more information on the school budget, now that 
Prop. 2'2 has given voters the power to decrease 
the school budget. 

‘That power is without meaning unless the prop- 
er information is distributed to the people,’ Miche- 
linie told the voters. 


School Chairman Richard Neal maintained that 
his committee “‘has made every effort to hold our 
meetings (on the budget) in an open forum, and to 
make the information available to the people.’’ 

He asked that the committee be allowed to con- 
tinue formulating its budget ‘‘without this con- 
straint.” 


Frederick Fitzgerald of the finance committee 
added that the article was not the best ‘‘vehicle for 
getting information to the public. The problem will 
not be solved by this article.”’ 


Instead, Fitzgerald recommended that the spon- 
sors of the article ‘sit down and work out in detail a

Public Relations Experts They’re Not 


With one simple declaration, ‘‘The school com- 
mittee has not voted on it yet,’’ the Andover school 
committee did more to rupture town-school rela- 
tions than anything in recent years. 

It happened Monday night during the annual 
town meeting when the matter of reuse of the East 
Junior High proposal was being discussed. 

The question of legality of appropriating funds to 
the town for a building still under the ownership of 
the school department was questioned. And, while 
the legal ramifications being questioned at the 
behest of School Committeeman Susan T. Poore 
well could have been an effort to confuse the 
voters, what followed was a blatant disregard of 
the sensibilities of Andover voters. 

It had been suggested that the town could de 
nothing with the East Junior High wings, and the 
$3.5 million appropriation, until such time as the 
school department formally turns the structure 
over to the town, presumably sometime this sum- 
mer 

Town Manager Kenneth R. Mahony asked the 
school committee if it had any intention of further 
using the building 

School Committee Chairman Richard Neal re- 
plied, ‘‘The school committee has not voted on it 
yet 

For a sports fan, a better curve hasn't been 
thrown since Sandy Koufax retired from the Dodg- 
ers. 

For public relations afficionados it was equiva- 
lent to tossing a radio to someone in a whirlpool 
bath. 

Now there was nothing wrong per se with the 
Neal comment. Indeed, the school committee has 
not voted to abandon the building as an educational 


plant, in anticipation of moving into the new junior 
high building. 

But, the school department can do nothing with 
the structure, in fact, has indicated its desire to 
turn the building over as soon as possible once the 
new educational facility is ready for occupancy. 


Obviously the school department cannot retain 
custody of the building since they do not have the 
financial ability to maintain it during the winter 
months, or protect it from vandalism. If they do, 
then there is something in their budget that the 
public is unaware of and shouldn't have been 
debating the merits of increasing the educational 
allotment all these weeks 

Neal’s response, while truthful, was unneces- 
sary, ill-timed and destined to fracture the con- 
certed efforts to get both the school and town 
working together for the betterment of the com- 
munity 


Under the circumstances- - - the schodl commit- 
tee being under duress through sclool bus and 
budget controversies this past year--- the action 
almost seemed like a ‘‘get-even’’ ploy which can 
only cause further harm 

That it happened is unfortunate 

There is however, the opening to avoid the oc- 
curence of irreparable harm. 

Once town meeting is over, the town manager, 
school department, finance committee and select- 
men, will be working on revision of the so-called 
98-42 tax model by which the town develops its 
municipal budget 

Outside the heat of debate and the emotions of 
town meeting, quite possibly the town and the 
educators can get back on a compatible track.

Take Sen. Strom Thur- 
mond, R-S.C. He was caught 
voting for the break last 
December, but in March he 
voted for a repeal measure 
that was carefully calculat- 
ed not to pass. Meanwhile, 
he is taking full advantage 
of the tax exemption. 

Sen. Ed Zorinsky, D-Neb., 
voted against the exemption, 
but he’s taking it anyway. 
He can’t resist a tax break 
when he gets one. 

Sen. Alan Dixon, D-Ill. 
feels entitled to a cost-of-liv- 
ing pay raise. So, by some 
mathematical wizardry, he 
is—using the tax break to 
make up for the pay hike he 
thinks he deserves. 

On the House side, Speak- 
er Thomas “Tip” O’Neill, D- 
Mass., and Rules Committee 
Chairman Richard Bolling, 
D-Mo., have chosen to sacri- 
fice.

The national debt keeps 
growing like a living organ- 
ism out of control. By selling 
bonds, notes, bills and other 
securities, Uncle Sam _bor- 
rows from the public and 
private financial institutions 
to pay the national debt. In 
fact, economic experts have 
told us that 40 to 50 percent 
of the nation’s personal sav- 
ings now goes to finance the 
national debt. 

This is money that other- 
wise would be available for 
business investment. So 
credit is tight. Business 
investment is down.

The losers, meanwhile, 
are the American people.

Town Counsel Alfred Daniels said the 
article (which was written by bond counsel, 
and not Daniels) ‘‘presupposes that the 
school committee has to transfer the prop- 
erty before anything can be done. Town 
meeting cannot transfer property.”’ 


The town manager asked school Chair- 
man Richard Neal if the school committee 
intended to transfer the building to the town 
this summer. 

“The school committee has not voted on 
that,’’ Neal answered. 


Neal also asked if the school would have 
to bear 58 percent of the bond expense 
under the town’s tax model, which came in 
for criticism earlier in the evening during 
discussion of the school budget. 

The manager said yes, but Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Ruth Dunbar said no. 


Town counsel ruled that Part B was — 


worded incorrectly, ‘‘not in proper order’, 
and so could not be voted on. Moderator 
James Doherty was conferring with Dan- 
iels when Selectman Dalton moved to ad- 
journ the meeting. 


When the discussion resumed at 7:50 the 
following evening, Spiegel said the article 
had been reworded by bond counsel to make 
it clear that the recycling project would 
begin ‘‘upon the release of East Junior High 
to the Board of Selectmen.”’

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The selectmen, school committee and 
finance committee had also reached an 
agreement that debt service on the project 
would be charged to the town side, and 
would not “impair or diminish’ the 
schools, Neal added.

attempting to ‘“‘upset the traditional tax 
model’’. would lead to cuts in town services 
provided by the police, fire and Public 
Works*departments and town administra- 
tion, including services like rubbish collec- 
tion, 

“It’s the same bottom line,’’ Flashenberg 
said, “We are limited by (Proposition) 
242.” He reminded town meeting that vot- 
ens rejected the possibility of exempting 
school debt service from 242 by defeating a 
referendum question last month, ‘‘and to- 
night, we’re bound by that determination.”’ 


In response to comments and questions 
on the teacher lay-offs from several voters, 
the moderator pointed out that town meet- 
ing has ‘‘no authority to tell (the School 
Cqmmittee) to fire teachers or to hire tea- 
chers. The authority lies in the school com- 
mittee, and no matter what we do tonight, 
we cannot fire or save those teachers. That 
is not debatable.” © ° 

The FinComm chairman added two 
points about the school budget: It includes a 
‘very tight energy budget’’ ($228,041) that 
‘‘we will have to watch very closely’’; and 
it-gives ‘‘top priority’’ to building mainte- 
nance ($225,000) to avoid future deteriora- 
tion of school buildings. 

Moving on to Andover’s share of the 
Greater Lawrence Regional Vocational 
Technical School budget, Dunbar said she 
found the vocational school committee's 
request for $116,028 ‘‘totally unconsciona- 
ble’, in light of the Andover schools’ bud 
get-cutting. 

She recommended cutting the figure to 
$101,968, a two and one-half percent in- 
crease over the current budget. Selectmen 
Chairman Norma Gammon added the se- 
lectmen’s agreement, and the smaller fig- 
ure was approved 

The town budget drew far fewer ques- 
tions and comments, and was approved 
with a minimum of discussion. 

The major budget increases approved 
included the Police Department account, to 
provide a new lieutenant, and the Fire De- 
partment account, to provide two new fire- 
fighters (bringing the total Public Safety 
account up from $3.1 million to $3.3 mil- 
lion). 

The Community Development and Plan- 
ning budget was also increased substantial- 
ly, from $354,546 to $408,782, to provide for 
the upgrading of clerical positions and a 
conservation aide, and the filling of two 
positions that were not filled during the last 
fiscal year. 

Kar! Haartz of High Plain Road com- 
mented that the $290,200 budget for ‘‘em- 
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ployee fringes’ for town employees ‘‘is 
getting to be a little bit steep.” 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony replied 
that “‘that observation is very accurate.’’ 
However, he added, the cost of health insur- 
ance (Blue Cross/Blue Shield) has in- 
creased, and the state mandates the level of 
other employee benefits, such as unemploy- 
ment compensation and retirement funds. 

Monday’s was the longest town meeting 
budget discussion of recent years — the last 
two annual sessions covered the budget in a 
matter of minutes and without controversy, 
despite the emergence of Proposition 2%.
